It opens a wok of 
sessions tonight wilh some 1,200 
delegates

nearly 


589.000 members in 45 stales. 


The NAACP, in a 72-page re- 


port isued at New York, credit- 
ed efforts by its memljcrs in IflfiO 
is responsible for many victor- 
es against discrimination. 


"The civil rights viclroy is jut 


iround the corner," Ihe report 
said. 


Wilkins echoed thai view, point- 


ng out ' the NAACP has created 
nationwide opinion thai has made 
segregation dead. But there is no 
doubt thai segregation practices 
will continue and we will continue 
,o fight them." 


He praised the "Freedom Rid- 


ers" 
in the South, saynig Iheir 


actions have awakened the com-

Wilkins, however, declined to 


say whether NAACP members 
shohld join the rider project spon- 
sored by the Congress on Racial 
Equality.

By GEOFFREY GOULD 


WASHINGTON fAP>—When is| 


a record not always a record? 


Answer: When it's the Congres- 


sional Record. 


The Congressional Record is 


the bible of Capitol Hill, as il 
is for many citizens who make 
it their bhsiness to keep up with 
wluil Congress is doing. 


Yet this daily journal of what 


is said and done in bolh houses 
is nol an cxacl transcript al, all 
limes. The reason is eonlained in 
three words — ' revise and ex- 
lend." 


Representatives who rise to ad 


dress the House invariahly pre- 
cede their remarks with this sen- 
tence: "I nsk unanimous consent 
to revise and cxlend my 
re- 


marks." The unanimous consenl 
is always given. And the formula 
gives the speaker the right to 
edit what he says, as taken clown 
hy the official shorthand report- 
ers. He may change a word, add 
a sentence or a paragraph, leave 
out a section. 


Senators have the same right, 


although they do nol oflen use 
Ihe revise and exlend formula on 
(he floor. 


When the record appears Ihe 


next day, it carries the changed 
version, not the exact words thai 
were said on the floor, if the 
member has exercised his revise 
and extend privilege. 


It is impossible for n reader 


to tell that something has been 
changed, left oul or added. 


Some senators and reprcsenta- 


tifes don't think this is right. 
They argue that the Congression- 
al Record should be an exact 
public record 
available to all 


without any monkeying with the 
script. 


One of these is Rep. Paul C. 


Jones, D-Mo., who also objects 
to the high cost of producing the 
Record. He said recently thai a 
survey he made showed 
"we 


could save about $1 million of ex- 
year by limiting the kind of ey 
traneous things printed in the 
Record's appendix, such as the 
winning essay in a high school
